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CURIOSITIES OF DIVORCE. 


A tendency to render divorce easy 
has marked the legislation of the 
United States from the beginning. 
Adultery, the prime and everywhere 
all sufficient ground for divorce, has 
been more aud more leniently treated 


every half century or so. Allusion | 


has been made at various times in a 
general way to the diversity of di- 
vorce laws in the different States and 
Territories of the United States. The 
New York Herald has looked up the 
matter and finds in Alabama, for 
example, not only does adultery com- 
mitted after marriage afford ground for 
divorce, but adultery or immorality 
committed before marriage can, when 
discovered and proved after marriage, 
vitiate and dissolve the marriage. In 
Georgia not only insanity but mere 
mental incapacity is a legal ground 
for divorce. In Kentucky certain 
forms of disease afford legal cause for 
divorce for more “causes” than any 
other State in the Union or country 
in the world. A man and wife can 
obtain divorce from each other on six 
teen different causes“ in Kentucky. 

In Maine the saying of the wag 
holds good, that “though it is hard to 
get a drink, it is easy to get a di- 
vorce.” The law there reads: Di- 
vorce may be decreed when the Judge 
deems it reasonable and proper, con- 
ducive to domestic harmony and con- 
sistent with the welfare of society.” 
In Illinois also large discretionary 
divorcing powers are granted to the 
Judges, in addition to the seven legal 
causes allowed for divorce. In Dela- 
ware adultery itself does not necessi- 
tate the granting of a divorce. It de- 
pends upon the party committing the 
crime. If the wife sins then the hus- 
band can legally demand an absolute 
divorce; but if the husband is the of- 
fender then the wife is only legally 
entitled to a partial divorce or a sep- 
aration. This may at first glance 
seem unfair. Yet it is based upon 
one sound argument and cenceded 
fact. The sin of the husband and 
father cannot affect the status of the 
children of a family, but the sin of 
the wife and mother can and does. In 
Nevada a failure or neglect upon the 

part of the head of the family to pro 
vide the “‘necessaries” of life for said_ 
family constitutes a legal ground for 
divorce. “Lunacy at the time of 
marriage” is specified in the laws of 
Nevada as vitiating. If “love is lu- 
nacy,” as some philosophers hold, how 
can any marriage be legal? Besides 
the momentous question arises, under 
the laws of Nevada, are new bon- 
nets counted under the head of ne- 
cessaries?” . 

North Carolina, theoretically at 
least, must be a State of easy di- 
divorce” any just cause, at the dis 
cretion of the Judge,” is allowed to 
dissolve the marriage tie. Rhode 
Island allows “gross misbehavior or 
wickedness in either party to consti- 
tute a ground for divorce.”’ 

In Connecticut the famous—or, as 
some hold, the infamous—‘‘omnibus 
clause” became a part of the code. 
This omnibus clause” provides that 
any zuch mischief or misbehavior as 
permanently destroys happiness and 
defeats the purposes of marriage 
shall constitute a legal ground for 
divorce. Such a provision as this 
would be conveniently sensible if it 
gould only be settled beyond a per- 
_ adventure what such mischief or mis- 
behavior was in each particular case. 
In Tennessee an attempt against the 
5 n of one party was held a full and 

at een legal ground. But in a re- 
8 dent case in New York city, where the 
1 25 vite attempted one night to strangle 
ber husband in his sleep. the husband 
vn advised that he had no legal 


by the other party till after marriage, 
then the innocent party is held to be 
entitled to a divorce from the guilty 


party.

There was an old man on this moru- 
ing's emigrant train who was at once 
a curiosity and a living reminiscence 
of the long-ago pioneer days, of which 
comparatively few can speak from ex- 
perience.

He remained with him until 
the party set out on its return, when 
he took up quarters in the Wind River 
mountains, and remained there until 
Fremont returned on his third tour 
of exploration in 1845, when he 
joined him and went to California and 
was with him when he was attacked 
by Mexicans near Monterey. When 


Fremont was appointed Governor of 


California by Commodore Stockton, 
Torreyson struck out for the moun- 
tains again and joined a surveying 
party on the east side of the Sierra 
Nevada. ‘Ie afterward returned to 
Mariposa, which he had become smit- 
ten with during his travels with Fre. 
mont, where he has remained ever 
since. He is now on his way home, 


| after an absence of forty years. The

BEAUTIFUL AURORA. 


A Magnificent Spectacle in the Heav- 
ens this Morning, ¢ 


The northern lights began to flash 
last night soon after 8 o’clock, but 
were not brilliant uaiil toward morn- 
ing, when they loomed up grandly. 
Alternate streamers of crimson and 


white flashed from the horizon to the 
zenith like the light from a stereoscop- 
tician, fading away or blending into 
lighter or darker shades of crimson, 
and sometimes approaching a blood 
red, Sergeant Barwick, of the Sacra- 
mento Signal Service station, says it 
is now an authenticated fact that these 
auroral displays are an excess of elec- 
tricity in the cold, cold north, that 
passes quietly from the earth to the 
sky; or, in other words, the positive 
electricity of the atmosphere shakes 
hands with the negative electricity of 
the earth. These auroras are seen only 
over the parts of the earth correspond- 
ing to the frigid zones of each hemi- 
sphere, it being always cold in these 
zones, thereby causing the different 
electricities to exchange silent greet- 
ings, while in the torrid and temper- 
ate zones they embrace each other with 
forked fingers of purple light, accom- 
panied by thundering reports in their 
quick connection. The appearance of 
auroras are supposed to fore-run- 
ners of clear cold weather. The 
comet is still to be seen, and, with the 
northern light, makes a display which 
will well repay the early riser who 
leaves a warm bed to view the gorge- 
ous spectacle.

The Results of the Fight. 
Upon probing tse wound of Denis 


Sullivan, who was shot night before 
last by William Miller, says the Enter- 
prisv, it was found that the bullet did 
not pass upward into the mouth, as 
was at first supposed. It entered just 
under the chin, passed downward, 
struck the collar bone, and, glancing 


round it, finally buried itself in the 
muscles of the back. It is quite a 
severe and may prove to be a danger- 
ous wound. 

The ball which struck Miller en- 
tered his right breast some two inches 
above the nipple, and glancing round 
the bones in the shoulder ludged in 
the muscles of the right arm, whence 
it was extracted. Both wounds show 
the queer freaks of conical or pointed 
bullets on coming in contact with 
bones and tendons. Miller's wound is 
not a very dangerous one, but it is 
of an exceedingly painful charac- 
ter. Besides the bullet wound it is 
said it has been found that the shoul- 
der is dislocated. The bullet which 
struck Sullivan passed under and 
narrowly missed the jugular vein 
and carotid artery. ad either of 
these large bloodvessels been cut there 
would have been very litile work left 
to be done by a doctor.
